While ‘the details of the terrible calastro- 
phy, which occurred at the Iroquois Theatre 
al Chicago, on the 3oth December last, are 
still fresh inthe minds of all, it is of no 
small interest to consider the chances exist: 
ing of a similar conflagration in our Colony. 
[Eliminating from the present appreciations 
the Theatre; Royal--sinee itv is built. on 


European plans, is supposed to possess 
sufficient. means of exit in event of fire 
and the performances given there being 
hy ne means regular or continual— 
it is important to consider the actual 
consiruction and situation of the principal 
Chinese theatres in’ this city, in which 
shows are given nightly to what is generally 
a densely packed audience. ‘This Colony 
possesses three uf these play-houses, the 
Ku Sing, in Queen's Road West, the Chung 
Hing, close to the ‘Tung Wa Hospital, and 
the Po Hing, al Vaumati. ‘These theatres 
have an average audience cach evening of 
about two thousand spectators, and it requires 
uta short visit to realise that the means 
of exit provided in the establishments is 
altogether insuflicient. It may perhaps be 
invoked that, because in Chinese Gheatres 
little use is made of inflammable scenery and 
the accessories and machinery necessary to 
a European stage, danger of fire in native 
play-houses is minimised. An excursion 
into the crowded dressing rooms, lumber 
roums and offices, situated at the back of the 
platform, will enlighten the uninitiated as to 
the fallacy of this baseless theory. ‘The 
Actors, Supers, musicians and their friends 
are crowded into the must restricted of areas, 
An agylomuration of wooden and paper ac: 
cessuries, and dowdy costumes are scattered 
about pell-mell, and in the heteroclite crowd 
of artists and hangers-on, who joke and gibe, 
hustle round and clamber over each other, 
every second man is smoking, ‘The butt of 
a cigarette or a discarded mateh, thrown 
carelessly away, and falling on some heap of 
clothing, paper or rubbish would create a 
flame. ‘The thin, wooden partitions of the 
cubicles would be almost instantly ignited, 
and the ablaze ina few 
minutes. “The auditorium of these theatres 
is almost as dangerous as the actors’ quar: 
ters. “The gallery, benches and flooring are 
lightly constructed, being of Chinese pine for 
the most part, and the spectators, packed 
like herrings in a barrel, smoke to their 
heart's content during the performance. 
Only those who have seen a Chinese crowd 
maddened with terror can realise what would 
happen in event of an alarm occurring during 
a performance. ‘I'o such as have any expe 
rience of the screaming, hysterical, panic: 
stricken Celestial, it requires but slight 
imagination to conjure up the terrible pic. 
ture—a living page from Dante's Hades— 
that would arise did an accident takes place. 
‘The sad lesson that has been taught us in 
Chicago shuuld be an example to the au- 
thorities in this Colony, It will be next to 
useless adopiing measures once a conflayra- 
tion ora panic has occurred, for the harm 
‘will already have been done. The present 
dangerous state of the Chinese theatres in 
this Colony is a crying shame that demands 
Instant remedy, and it is forthe Government 
to see that the necessary precautions are 
taken immediately. ‘This is not a question, 
like those, such as the fixity of exchange, 
the licensing of pilols or the registration of 
domestic servants, that have been dismissed 
with an indulgent smile and a graceful wave 
of the official hand, necessary though their 
settlement is to the well-being of the majori- 
ty of the European community. Jt is” a 
question of vital importance since it touches 
our responsability with regard to the lives of 
a large portion of the Asiatic population of 
this city, which it is the duty of our legisla- 
tive powers to safeguard. Continued indif- 
ference to (he terrible risks that are being 
run by the densely packed audiences, that

- ‘here is still no news from Tolyo. [t 
apprars that no reply has yet been received 
from Russia, but that an intimation has been 
given that a reply is on the way. This is 
possibly being brought from Nagasaki by an 
offvial of the Russian Legation who is now on 
his return journey to Tokyo, 

A meeting of tbe Privy Council was held on 
Wednesday, attended by all the Councillors 
with the exception of Count Kawamura and 
Viscount Aoki, There were also prevent 
Baron Kamara, Minister for Foreign Affairs; 
General Baron Terauchi, Minister for War; 
Mr, Oura, Minister for Communications; and 
Admiral Saito, Vice-Minister for the Navy. 
The meeting lasted from io until 12 noon, 
The business considered was (t) the defence 
of the coast in case of war; (2) the purchase of 
acert.in line of railway in connection wih the 
transmission of troops; and (3 special rules for 
the appaintinert’ of certain offici-ls in the 
Vepartinert of Communications, as proposed 
by the Government. All the measures were 
Approved. 

A Tokyo dispatch to the Asahi states that 
the matier of the defence of the coast included 
the fayiny of torpedoes along the coast in 
various places, and sules for the control of 
vesse S entering Certain ports, This message 
funher states that the railway proposed to he 
purchased ts the Toba line of the Sangu Rail- 
way Company, while the special rule consider: 
ed forthe appontment of officials in the De- 
partment of Communications referred to the 
necessity for the completion of the machinery 
of transmission of troops ete., in time of war 
It is further stated that Baron Komura, Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, reported to the meet- 
iny on the progress of the negotiations with 
Russia since the issue of the urgent Imperia' 
Ordinance on the 28th ultimo. He informed 
the Privy Councillors of the Russian Reply 
and the Note in answer thereto; the Notes ad- 
dressed by the Government to the Powers; 
and the preparations made for emergency, and 
also gave the gist of the Russian Notes to the 
Powers, 

The Toba line of the Sangu Railway is seven 
miles in length from Yamada to Toba, a sea 
port at tbe entrance to Owari Bay in Shima 
rrovince. Recently the Minister of Com- 
munications issued an order to the Sangu Rail- 
way Company, requesting them to complete 
the line without celay, at the same time offer- 
ing a sum of money lowards the neces- 
sury expense of such completion. The Com- 
piny has, therefore, been rapidly pushing 
forward the work. The Government, however, 
considers that the work done by the company 
is not being carried on speedily enough, and 
therefore proposes to purchase the line and 
complete it under Government control, 

Tle Tokyo newspaper men who have been 
commi.sia: ed by their respective journals and 
Agencies to attend to affairs relating to the crisis 
visited the War Office in a body on Wednesday 
and applied for an interview with the Press 
Censor, Adjutant Muray ma. They requested 
that the limit which is now placed upan them 
in regard to the publication of matters relating 
to the situation might be withdrawn, contending: 
that the nation is being misled by the: con- 
tinuous publication of telegrams Prophesying 
peace, Mr, Shimizu (r#/:) of the Milita 
Court received the journalists on behalf of the 
Censor and asked them to observe circumspec- 
tidn and be content with the present restrictions 
for five or six days longer, when it was possible 
they might he removed. 

A Peking dispatch states that the War Office 
in Peking has issued further insirnctions to the 
Vicerays and Governors-General of various 
Provinces ordering them to strengthen the 
coast and river defences. 

In reference to the arrival of the French 
marines in Seoul, the Korean Minister for 
Foreign Affairs has addressed a Note to the 
French Minister, asking if this act does not 
ignore the sovereignty of Korea, as the troops 
were sentin without any previous notice having 
been given. The French Minister replied that 
the French sai‘ors in entering Seoul were only 
follawing the example of other Powers ‘in 
guarding the Levation in time of emergency,
